British Crown Lands 


changed By National Treasury For 
King’s Yearly Grant 

As is customary in Britain, the new 
King, George the Sixth, will turn the 
crown lands over to the nation dur- 
ing his reign in exchange for a de- 
finite yearly grant from the national 
treasury. The custom dates back to 
George the Third, but that monarch 
did not transfer all of the crown 
lands, but only enough to gain the 
sums of money he desired, William 
the Fourth was more, imipecunious 
and he was the first sovereign to give 
up all,of the crodwn lands, : 

The amount of money that King 
George the Sixth and his Queen will 
receive from the nation probably has 
not beer determined. The King will 
send a message to the Commons re- 
questing that they give consideration 
to the matter and parliament -will 
appoint a committee. The committee 
will consider not only the needs of 
the royal family but the possibility 
of effecting economies. When King 
Edward the Seventh came to the 
throne the provision for the Royal 
Buckhounds was eliminated. Oddly 
enough, Keir Hardie, the Socialist, 
spoke at that time as a champion of 
Queen Alexandra and wished to have 
£50,000 voted to her as a separate 
grant. It was explained, then, with 
the king’s “permission, that £33,000 
of the £110,000 being recommended 
by the committee for the joint Privy 
‘Purse would be allocated to the 
queen. . 

George the Fifth accepted a joint 
Privy Purse of £97,800. In recent 
years he requested tha be re- 
duced to £50,000. King George and 
Queen Mary were not ostentatious. 
Whatever the amount for the new 
King may “be it is understood that 
the nation will gain financially by the 
arrangement.—Toronto Star Weekly: 


New Service For F Public 


Modern Information Bureau Installed 
By C.P.R. In Montreal 

The first information bureau of its 
kind in Canada was opened in Mont- 
real, when the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way put into operation its new tele- 
phone bureau, comprising the latest | 
equipment of the Bell Telephone 
Company, and combining several of 
the railway’s former services. After 
more than a year’s research work on 
the part of the two companies, the 
new apparatus has been installed. A 
specially trained staff permits 24- 
hour service, with five girls handling 
ten trunk lines, giving information 
on train times, routes, and passage, 
parlor and sleeping car fares. By 
means of a novel. switching arrange- 
ment, immediate connection is made 
with the sleeping car reservation ser- 
vice if desired.

Noted War Correspondent 


Sir Percival Phillips, Veteran Journ- 
alist, Dies In London 


Sir Percival Phillips, 59, noted war 
correspondent, “who recently ‘was 
brought to London suffering from an 
illness contracted in Morocco, died of 
acute nephritis. 

. For more than 35 years Sir Perci- 
val reported wars, revolutions, disas- 
ters and historic events in all parts 
of the world. ‘In 1919 he accom- 
panied the then Prince of Wales on 
his Canadian tour and as recently as| 
a few months ago was.in the Do-| 
minion. . | 
He. was born in the United States 


and, after reporting the Greco-Turk- 
ish and Spanish-American wars for 
American newspapers, joined the 
staff of the London, Daily Express. He 
covered the Jamaica earthquake of 
1907, revolutions in Catalonia and 
Portugal, riots in France, the’ Italian 
campaign in Tripoli, the Coronation 
Durbar in India and the Balkan war 
of 1912-13. : 

At the outbreak of the Great War 
he was in Belgium and remained 
there until the fall of Antwerp late 
in 1914. Then, with the exception 
of a brief assignment to.the Irish re- 
bellion in 1916, reported the activities 
on the western front. He was one 
of the first five accredited war cor- 
respondents with the British forces. 

Since the war he has reported on 
every major international event or 
trips by members of the royal fam- 
ily.

Not A New Science 
Plastic 
Gradually From Early 
“Background 

The plastic surgeon's job is for the 
most part a grim business. People 
injured in ‘accidents, by burns, and 
damagé caused by removal of 
growths form the' bulk of the special- 
ist’s patients. . 

On the ‘surface, ‘plastic surgery 
‘might seem to be the newest of medi- 
cal techniques, but it fs not, accord- 

| ing to ‘Dr. Fulton Risdon, one of To- 
ronto’s best known specialists. Dur- 


ing the war Dr, Risdon worked side} 


| by. side with Sir Harold Gillies, noted 
| English plastic surgeon, whose re- 
| cent operation to restore the features 
of a girl horribly burned was de- 
| scribed as a “miracle”. 
| “During the war we thought we 
| had got hold of something new,” said 
Dr. Risdon, “but later when we had 
| time to go into the matter we found 
; that there was an early background. 
| The science had developed gradually.” 
But the war did for plastic sur- 
| gery what it did for many early in- 
| ventions, like the aeroplane. It lent 
an urgent need for “forced develop- 
ment”. and brought results never be- 
fore :obtained. Surrounded by: men 
mutilated by shot and shell, doctors 
simply had to “do something.” . As 
a@ result, hundreds of men now are 
able to lead a normal life. 

But {it was several years after the 
; war that a Dutch scientist, Dr. 
Esser, made the greatest single im- 
| provement in plastic surgery. “Skin 
grafts had a tendency to “float up”| 
because of accumulated blood and 
serum under the new skin,’’ said Dr. 
Risdon, “and ‘then Dr. Esser wrote 
an article describing the use of pres- 
sure on the grafted area, resulting in 
the new. skin growing to match. the 
surrounding skin.” — Toronto Star 
Weekly.

Under it, 
legislative assemblies will be elected 
in 11 provinces of British India, Leg- 
islative councils or upper houses will, 
in addition, be chosen in Madras, 
| Bombay, Bengal and United Prov- 
inces, Bihar and Assam.

or professional photographer 
shows some of his beautiful salon

part and light in that? How did you 
get, the soft effect in this one? How 
did you get the light to'shine so 
brightly on the principal object and 
scarcely at all on the rest of the pic- 
ture? How do you make these ob- 
jects in the shadowy parts dim yet 
visible; and objects in the light 
parts to stand out so distinctly? My. 
camera won't take pictures like 
that.” 

And the cryptic answer is likely 
to be, “Neither will mine, exactly.” 

“Then, how do you get all these 
different gradations in shadow 
tones? These pictures are like paint- 
ings. Do you touch up the negative 
with something?” 

And the answer will be, “No, I do 
not touch up the negative; I dodge 
the print.” 

“Dodge the print? What.do you 
mean—‘dodge?’” . 

Then ‘comes ’an explanation of a 
method whereby a: very ordinary 
picture, as recorded on the nega- 
tive, may often be transformed into

ing an enlarged print of ‘it. “Dodg- 
ing,” in the slang of photography,

It’ 4s done by holding | 
something opaque between the light 
source and the paper, such as a 
piece of cardboard, in such a way 
as to keep the Ught from striking | 
a certain area for a certain portion = | 
of the time. Thus, that part which, 
continues to receive the full light 
will print darker than thé part from | 
which the light is held back. In | 
other words, the light is caused to | 
“dodge” a certain atea. . 

Virtually, the shadow from ‘the 
cardboard in the hands of the pho- 
tographer is used as a paint brush. 

It serves to light the dark parts. 
In another way, a print is “dodged” 
by using a piece of cardboard with 
a hole in it. The hole lets through 
a pencil of light, which is manipu- 
lated over the surface of the paper | 
and serves to darken the light parts, 


The intelligent use of a “shadow 
brush” or “light brush” in this fash- 
jon requires a preliminary study 
of the negative or a contact print 
as it would ordinarily register in 
order to discover where “dodging” 
would improve the picture. Often it 
means a number of trials before the 
result is satisfactory. 

Amateurs who do not enlarge 
their own negatives may suggest | 
to their photo finisher how they 
think a print may be improved by | 
“dodging,” and ask him fora special. | 
job on it. Of course, the greater sat- | 
isfaction comes from doing this | 
work yourself. But that is the way | 
many of the lovely effects we see in | 
salon photographs are obtained.

eSNAPSHOT CUIL 


DEPTH OF FIELD— 
What Does It Mean? 


LTHOUGH good picture-taking 
with a focusing camera dependg 
in a large measure upon obtaining 
. the proper depth of field (or as some- 
times called depth of focus) for the 
subject, some little uncertainty ex: 
ists (even in the min¢s of some who 
are no longer beginners) as to pre- 
cisely what this phrase means. 

By depth of field we mean really 
depth of definition, or the distance | 
from nearest to farthest object from 
the lens that is sharply defined. 

Depth of field is controlled pri- 
marily in two ways. One is by the 
aperture in the diaphragm of the 
shutter.. Using a smaller aperture 
increases the range of definition. 
Depth of field also depends upon 
the distance for which the lens is 
focused. The greater the distance, 
the greater the depth. When the 
lens is set for 25 feet, for exam- 
ple, at some particular diaphragin 
setting, the depth may be from 15 
feet to 50 feet. Objects closer than 15 
feet will appear blurred, the blur- 
ring being more noticeable for ob- 
jects closer to the camera. When 
the camera is focused for objects 
close to the camera, the depth is 
quite small, For example, when fo- 

,cused for 6 feet, the depth might be 
from. 5 feet ta 8 feet, again assum- 
ing a particular diaphragm setting. 
Objects beyond will be blurred. 

Isn’t there a way, you ask, to get 
good definition of both near and far 
objects? Yes, if you want it. This 
is done by using a small aperture, 
and since less light comes through a 
small aperture, giving a little longer: 
exposure. 

An experiment may be easily per- 
formed that will give a visible dem- 
oustration of the need of proper 
focusing on the object that you 
want to be clearly defined. Remove 
the back of your camera and open 
the shutter after setting it for 
“time.” Place the camera on a 
table pointing it out of a-window 
towards some fairly distant object 
such as a house or tree, Next, place 
a small piece of ground glass at the 
back of the camera, Now operate 
the diaphragm changing it from a 
‘large opening to a small one, while 
watching the image which will ap- 

pear (upside down) om the ground 
glass. Note how the image changes 
in definition as the size of the open» 
ing is changed. 
; Then move the lens forward and’ 
back on the distance scale. Note 
that there is one certain setting at 
which the image 1s especially sharp 
and -clear, At other settings it, ig
